@ BUCKEYE CROSSBUCK 


Ohio is researching the use of this new state-of-the-art railroad crossing 
warning sign. It is being installed at half of the public railroad crossings which 
do not have flashing lights or gates. The new Buckeye Crossbuck design 
will be compared to the standard crossbuck which will be installed at the 
remaining “passively” protected crossings. Both crossbuck types are cov- 
ered with “Diamond Grade” sheeting which is 10 times more reflective than 
any material currently installed on an Ohio roadway warning sign. In addi- 
tion, the red letters and stripes attract more attention than the current black 
and white crossbuck. Mirrored strips reflect the headlights from an oncoming 
motor vehicle signaling the driver that a railroad crossing is ahead.
